That nevertheleſs, the Priſoner had writ into France. for Money, and 
thereupon he had beenimpower'd by the Frexch King in a Letter dated the 
4th of M:rcb laft ( whick was intercepted during his Impriſonmeat ) to 
promiſe to Simox Yan Helewyn, the Sum of Twenty Thouſand Crowns, in 
caſe he could by his Credit, and that of his Friends, perſuade the . City of

All which being, ſuch proceedings, as.in no Country where there is any 
Juſtice, ovght tobe ſaſſered, 2$ ending to the DeftruRion of the General 
Quiet and Tranquility of the State, and the cauſing ſome Difference and 
Animofity ( if pofſible ) between the Confederates and this State 5 and con- 
lequently deſerving Puniſhment for an Example to ethers :
